In each case the women were walking alone through the large park that sprawls across the hills east of 
the Arroyo Seco Parkway next to Montecito Heights and Hermon. The first incident took place in 
January when a woman was groped by a male Latino riding a bicycle; a similar incident took place in 
June when a man riding a green bicycle exposed his genitals to a woman after he asked to borrow her 
cell phone, police said. The most recent incident, which was reported by The Eastsider 
http://www.theeastsiderla.com/2014/07/police-investigating-debs-park-assault/, in July involved a 
Highland Park woman who was punched in the face and thrown to the ground. 

An LAPD news release http://www.lapdonline.org/newsroom/news_view/56746 provided a description of 
the suspect: 

The suspect is described as a male Hispanic 20-25 years-old. He stands 5 feet 7 inches to 5 feet 8 
inches tall and weighs 140 to 160 pounds. He has a light complexion with dark short hair. The suspect 
spoke Spanish to one of the victims and did not appear to be homeless.

After finding out about the project, Councilmember Huizar's office called a meeting and 
asked Glendale to come out and inform & involve Eagle Rock in decisions made about the landfill in our 
backyard.

LADWP Now Pays Customers $3 a Square Foot to Replace Their Lawn 

Cash in Your Lawn Incentive Jumps a Dollar Higher to Further Incentivize Outdoor Water Savings 


To encourage more outdoor water conservation, the Los Angeles Department of Water and Power 
(LADWP) has increased its Cash In Your Lawn incentive to $3 a square foot from $2 a square foot for 
residential customers to replace their water-thirsty grass with California Friendly plants and other 
water-wise landscaping. Of the 600 million gallons of drinking water delivered daily in the City of Los 
Angeles, about half is used for watering outdoors. 


All LADWP customers interested in the Cash In Your Lawn Program must pre-apply for a rebate and 
receive LADWP approval before starting the turf replacement project. The Department will rebate up to 
2,000 square feet of lawn replaced, for a maximum cash repayment of $6,000. 


To help customers transition to water-wise gardens, LADWP, through its partnership with the 
Metropolitan Water District of Southern California, offers California Friendly landscape and gardening 
classes for customers to attend in person or take online.

On Thursday, Councilmembers Cedillo, O’Farrell and Price joined CARECEN and the Clinica Oscar A. 
Romero for a press conference at MacArthur Park to announce the introduction of a resolution in 
support of unaccompanied minor immigrating to the United States. In recent months an unprecedented 
number of children have fled their home countries in Central America to seek refuge in the United 
States. Data collected by the Department of Homeland Security (DHS) shows that since October 2013, 
approximately 51,017 Central America children have fled from their home countries into the United 
States. It is estimated the number of children entering the United States during the 2014 fiscal year will 
exceed 90,000. 


Today, Councilmember Cedillo introduced a resolution co-sponsored by O’Farrell/Price/Martinez that: 


(l)Urges the Obama administration and the Department of Home Land Security to ensure the humane 
treatment of the thousands of minors being detained and to extend the necessary level of protections 
including humanitarian relief, advocacy, legal support, expeditious reunification of minors with their 
families and consideration of their status as refugees; and 


(2)Oppose any changes and/or modifications to the 2008 William Wilberforce Trafficking Victims 
Protection Reauthorization Act.

Homeless Outreach Returns to MacArthur Park

The Westlake Coalition is a taskforce comprised of residents, and organizations, city and county 
departments providing health services, mental health services, shelter and meals to homeless 
individuals in the Westlake community. The organizations and departments have long worked in the 
area, but were brought together through our council office to target and address the needs of MacArthur 
Park. Working in conjunction they are coordinating services in and around the park through outreach 
events that will be taking place monthly from May through September 2014. 


Partners in this coalition have committed to participate in an initiative of 5 months that involves monthly 
outreach events where organizations are able to make direct contact and build relationships with the 
homeless population in and around MacArthur Park. The ultimately goal of these events is not only to 
build trust, and relationships, but to help create a profile of the needs in this community to guide future 
work. 
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On Wednesday, the second of these coordinated outreach events took place. Health, mental health, and 
substance abuse help were offered by the Department of Mental Health, Pacific Clinics and Sunrise 
Community Counseling Center. Free HIV testing was provided by Aids Healthcare foundation, Hygiene 
kits, shelter and cupcakes were provided by Good Shepherd and The Village Kitchen. The Los Angeles 
Homeless Services Authority provided motel vouchers, transportation and connected individuals to 
services as did the Department of Social Services. Breakfast and Volunteers was coordinated by the 
Rediscover MacArthur Park Alliance Para Los Ninos and local residents and sponsored by Sunrise 
Community Counseling Center and Aids Health Care Foundation. 


In just a couple of hours LAHSA made contact with more than 50 homeless individuals while about half 
of that population made contact with the Department of Mental Health. 13 people agreed to be tested for 
HIV, 4 agreed to receive mental health services and go into shelter. 


Members of the coalition include Los Angeles Homeless Services Coalition, Department of Social 
Services, Department of Health Services, Department of Recreation and Parks, Los Angeles Police 
Department, Aids Healthcare Foundation, Sunrise Recovery Center, Pacific Clinics, Good Shepherd, 
Rediscover MacArthur Park Alliance, Royal Palms, Para Los Ninos and Central City Neighborhood 
Partners.

NEWS UPDATE 
AllenCo Update

In previous newsletters we shared with you environmental concerns with CD1 based AllenCo. This 
week, the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency reached a settlement with AllenCo Energy, Inc., 
requiring the company to pay $99,000 for violations of federal environmental laws. The penalty is in 
addition to the ongoing work identified in an April 2014 consent agreement with EPA. 


EPA’s November 2013 inspection, prompted by community complaints regarding emissions coming from 
the facility, found that AllenCo was in violation of the “General Duty Clause” of the Clean Air Act because 
it failed to maintain a safe facility by not taking steps necessary to prevent accidental releases of 
hazardous substances. EPA also found that AllenCo was in violation of the Clean Water Act, which 
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requires onshore oil production facilities that may discharge oils into waterways to prepare and 
implement a Spill Prevention, Control, and Countermeasure (SPCC) plan. In addition, EPA’s 
investigation found that AllenCo failed to submit chemical inventory forms for the hazardous substances 
stored at the facility as required by the Emergency Planning and Community Right-to-Know Act. 


AllenCo is a small oil production facility located in a residential neighborhood of South Los Angeles, 
approximately two miles from the University of Southern California. The facility voluntarily shut down 
operations in late November 2013. As part of a consent agreement with EPA in April 2014, AllenCo will 
continue to make changes and improvements at the facility and must certify with the Agency that the 
work is completed at least 15 days prior to re-opening the facility. In addition to today’s penalty, AllenCo 
estimates that it will spend approximately $700,000 for improvements at the facility, which will include 
the actions required by EPA’s order. Details of the April 2014 consent agreement can be found at:

PASADENA » Police arrested a woman after rescuing her two young children from a car left parked in 
the scorching summer heat Friday afternoon. 


Corina Yolibet Lopez, 35, of Highland Park was arrested on suspicion of felony child endangerment, 
according to Pasadena police officials and Los Angeles County booking records. 


Officials responded to a report of children locked inside a vehicle about 2:40 p.m. in the parking lot of the 
Pasadena Public Health Department, 1845 N. Fair Oaks Ave., according to Pasadena police and fire 
officials. 


“The interior of the car, when the fire department removed the children, was 120 degrees. They were 
dripping with sweat,” Pasadena Fire Department spokeswoman Lisa Derderian said. 


The kids appeared to be OK but were taken to a hospital for examination, Pasadena police Lt. Art Chute 
said. 


Lopez told investigators she left the children in the car for only a few minutes while she visited a nearby 
convalescent home, officials said. 


But witnesses indicated the 3-year-old boy and 7-year-old girl had been left inside the car longer, 
Derderian said. 
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A passerby first spotted the children in the car as outside temperatures climbed past 90 degrees and 
notified a security guard, Derderian said. 


The security guard tried to persuade the 7-year-old girl to open the door to the sweltering car, but she 
would not open the door to the stranger, Derderian said. 


The girl ultimately opened the door to the Honda Fit and was removed from the car along with her little 
brother when uniformed firefighters arrived on-scene and instructed her to, she said. 


“Our fire personnel were confident that if they’d been in there even a few minutes longer, it would have 
been a more serious scenario,” Derderian said. “Kudos to the security guard and the bystander who 
noticed that they were in the car.” 


Lopez was being held in lieu of $100,000 bail pending her initial court appearance, according to booking 
record. 
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
